The town of Pullman ia situated on the 


Illinois Central railroad, about a dozan mile i 
to the south 01 C.:k'a;o. It is the seat of the 
works of the "paHce <• ir" company of which 
Mr. George M. Pullman is president, and ia 
chiefly inhabited by the employes of that 
company and their families. Although the 
construction ot tha faclori-'S was not begun 
until tho spring; of 1S8U, when the site of the 
towu was unbroken prairio l:ml, the city of 
Pullman contained last September a popula- 
tion of 8,513 souls. 


The intention of Mr. Pullman was to make 


It a model community, in which tue work- 
ingniau could obtain many of the advant- 
ages ordinarily sec .red by wealth alone, and 
where the inhabitants could pass lives of al- 
most ideal order and beauty. He put tue 
building of the town under the direction of 
a single architect, who was instructed to lay 
out the place on scientific principles, and wo* 
able to preserve a unity of design which 
would not have been possible under other 
circumstances. 


The result is told very entertainingly by 


Mr. Richard T. Ely in the last number of 
Harper's Magazine, and his descriptions and 
observations aro accompanied by many il- 
lustrations of much artistic merit We 
have also a rep>rt upon the "inlmtrial, K- 
cial. and economic conditions of Pullman," 
made by the convention of the commission- 
ers of labor statistics of the different states 
That convention met last June in St. Louis, 
and, according to agreement, assembled 
again in Pullman in September anl spent 
three days in studying the working of Mr. 
Pullman's social experiment

It owns all the 
land &nd all the luiMings, which nownum- 
I er over l.o-H), and which are rented at ratea 
varying from $4 a month for the cheapest 
fidts to $100 a month for the largest private 
lious« in the place. The rent usually paid 
varies from S14 to $35 a month; and, a*a 
business enterprise, Pullman in successful, 
tor it yields a handsome interest on the 
muuey expended, and tbe land ha* vastly 
increnxed in value. It is also remarkable 
for ib, heaithfulne-a, the death rate being 
only about one-half that of the nearest town.

They cannot rwn their dwell- 
in^*, for these nil l*!ong to the company, 
which will n<~>t sell them. They have no part 
in the municipal government and nothing to 
s»y in regard to it, for the company controls 
everything wi;h a despotic Land. "The 
power of Bismarck in Germany la utterly 
I'va'gnilfcant," says Mr. Ely, "when com- 
pared with tho power of the ruling authority 
of the Pullman Palace C»r company in Pull- 
man.'' Every tenant holds his house on s 
lease which may be terminated on ten day*1 
notice, and that no resi'-on ne»i be given for 
the notice the lease expres-iy stipul&toe. 


The consequence is that people who try

The reason given at that time wai 
that the people couM never be made to be- 
be;ieye either that Mr. Barnum invented or 
made the machine, or that it was made to 
run with such simple means, furnished by 
nntim- itself. Many inventors had visit«d 
Mr. Banjum, an I mnny others had written 
to him urg.ug him to buy machines that 
ti'ey claimed could be described in the pub- 
lic prints as perpetual motion, and, indited, 
Mr. Barunni purchased more than one of 
such nrichine • for his museum, but h<3 could 
never bring himself to believe or admit that 
a machine could not be made that would 
run from its finish until worn out, and with- 
out trick. 


In tact, he urged twenty ei?ht yean ago, 


when mechanic's was in its infancy, and the 
papers were constantly discussing the prob- 
lem of perpetual motion, that such a ma- 
chine could be made, and made to go per- 
petually.

A glass tube of the same diametei 
u- the hole, and siz inches long, was in- 
serted in the middle of tbe hole, so that when 
the heat of midday caused the quicksilver 
t.j expand, it wouU rise up through the tube 
nnd lorce a piston upward.
